It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Uni- 
versity maintains  a fully  equipped 
Mountain  Rescue  unit  under  the

August  1 is  the  date  on  which 
all  requirements  must  be  complete, 
including  the  results  of  the  final 
oral  examination  and  a thesis  bind- 
ing receipt  submitted  to  the  Office 
of  the  Graduate  Dean,  D208  ASB. 

Faculty  advisory  committees  will 
require  that  theses  arid  disserta- 
tions be  in  proper  form  before  they 
are  signed  and  submitted  to  the 
Dissertation  Secretary-.  D227  ASB. 

Each  graduate  student  working 
toward  a degree  is  required  to  be 
familiar  with  the  regulations  of 
the  Graduate  Catalog  (pages  38-47) 
rdlating  to  administrative  proced- 
ures for  graduate  degrees. 

According  to  the  list  submitted 
by  Dean  Lloyd,  graduate  students 
will  not  be  permitted  to  count 
courses  taken  in  the  second  session 
toward  August  graduation  unless 
special  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  advisory  committee 
through  the  Office  of  the  Graduate 
Dean  preceding  second  term  reg- 
istration.

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NORAD  Operates  System 
For  Tracking,  Detection 
Of  Orbiting  Satellites 


Annoying  Problem  . . . 


DETECTION  TRACKING 
SYSTEM 

The  North  American  Air  De* 
fense  Command  operates  a new 
Space  Defense  Center  and  a 
Space  Detection  and  Tracking 
System— a network  of  radar,  ra- 
dio and  optical  sensors  concen- 
trated in  the  northern  hemisphere 
which  supplies  the  command  with 
information  on  earth-orbiting  sat- 
ellites. 

The  system  is  multi-service, 
composed  of  U.S.  Air  Force,  U.S. 
Navy,  and  Canadian  Armed 
Forces  sensors  with  many  civil-, 
ian  scientific  agencies  contribut- 
ing data  on  a cooperative  basis. 

SPACE  DEFENSE  CENTER 
. Focal  point  of  the  detection  and 
tracking  network  is  the  Space 
Defense  Center,  an  integral  part 
of  NORAD’s  Combat  Operations 
Center,  housed  in  a steel  build- 
ing inside  Cheyenne  Mountain 
near  Colorado  Springs. 

The  Space  Defense  Center  ser- 
ves as  the  command  post  from 
which  NORAD  carries  out  opera- 
tional control  of  the  sensor  sys- 
tem; it  also  is  the  command  con- 
trol facility  for  operation  and  sup- 
ervision of  USAF  Air  Defense 
Command's  Spacetrack  System. 

A computerized  master  cata- 
logue of  space  vehidles— payloads 
and  debris,  or  space  “junk’  — 
is  maintained  by  the  center.  The 
center  also  determines  orbits  of 
space  objects,  keeps  a schedule 
of  satellite  positions,  predicts 
their  future  positions,  and  pre- 
dicts the  time  and  general  loca- 
tion of  their  re-entry  into  the 
earth's  atmosphere. 

By  keeping  a count  and  loca- 
tion of  objects  in  space,  NORAD 
can  tell  if  a new  satellite  has 
been  launched. 

Current  orbital  elements— the 
mathematical  description  of  tbe 
orbit— are  maintained  by  the  cen- 
ter on  each  observed  satellite. 
These  elements  are  used  to  cal- 
culate a satellite’s  position  at  any 
given  time.  By  comparing  each 
observation  with  the  predicted 
positions  of  the  catalogued  satel-

CURIOUS  CHILDREN 

Unfortunately,  parts  of  the 
campus  and  certain  buildings 
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lites,  the  center  can  identify  each 
satellite  which  has  been  observed. 

This  is  the  basic  method  by 
which  new  satellies  are  identified. 

Even  after  precise  data  are 
established  on  a satellite’s  posi- 
tion, surveillance  of  the  object 
and  updating  of  the  information 
must  continue  because  of  factors 
which  alter  the  orbit.  For  exam- 
ple, the  irregular  shape  of  the 
earth  and  the  uneven  distribution 
of  mass  within  the  earth  cause 
variations  in  the  earth’s  gravita- 
tional field  and  affect  satellite 
orbits.  'Rie  moon  and  the  sun 
also  exert  gravitational  influ- 
ences which  can,  at  times  be  so 
strong  that  eccentric  but  stable 
orbits  can  be  radically  changed 
in  an  extremely  short  period  of 
time. 

For  these  reasons,  Space  De- 
fense Center  technicians,  with  the 
aid  of  computers,  continuously 
receive  sensor  inputs,  establish 
the  orbital  elements  for  a satel- 
lite, and  refine  the  orbital  data. 

Space-object  identification  ex- 
perts at  the  center  also  use  com- 
puter and  hand-processed  data  to 
perform  their  functions  of  deter- 
mining the  size,  shape,  motion 
and  orientation  of  satellites. 

More  than  12,000  satellite  ob- 
servations made  by  the  sensor 
network  are  processed  daily  by 
the  center. 

SPACETRACK 

Sensors  of  the  Air  Defense 
Command’s  Spacetrack  System 
form  a detection  and  tracking 
network  extending  from  the  Pa- 
cific across  the  North  American 
continent  to  Greerfland  and  Eur- 
ope. 

The  Spacetrack  System  has  de- 
tection and  tracking  radars  at 
Shemya,  Alaska;  Moorestown, 
New  Jersey;  and  Diyarbakir, 
Turkey.  Also  included  in  the 
Spacetrack  System  are  optional 
sensors— the  Baker-Nunn  cam- 
eras at  Sand  Island,  near  John- 
ston Island  in  the  Pacific;  Oslo, 
Norway  (under  agreement  with 
the  University  of  Oslo);  and 
Edwards  Air  Force  Base,  Cali- 
fornia.
